Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1950. 

It  will  be  remembered  that . I commenced  dutie s in  December 
of  that  year  and  therefore  I have  had  to  depend  on  others  for  much 
of  the  information  set  out  herein.  I am  grateful  tothe  Clerk 
of  the  Council  and  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  their  assistance 
in  this  respect.  I am  also  indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer 
for  permission  to  quote  the  figures  relating  to  immunisation  and 
vaccination. 

The  public  health  problems  of  a rural  district  are 
undoubtedly  greater  than  those  of  a small  urban  district.  The 
Sanitary  Inspector  has  referred  to  some  of  them  in  his  section  of 
the  report.  Housing  is  the  most  pressing  of  these  problems  and 
is  closely  bound  up  with  the  related  difficulties  of  securing  a 
pure  and  adequate  water  supply  and  with  the  provision  of  satisfactory 
sewage  disposal  works.  Progress  is  of  necessity  slow  but  no 
discouragement  should  prevent  every  effort  being  made  to  press 
forward  with  the  building  of  houses,  for,  until  the  people  of 
Aethwy  are  housed  in  sanitary  conditions,  there  can  be  no  prospect 
of  a radio al improvement  in  the  vital  statistics  of  the  district. 

There  is  also  the  mental  health  aspect  to  be  considered. 

Where  three  generations  are  compelled  to  live  in  one  house,  a great 
deal  of  nervous  tension  is  inevitable.  This  reacts  very  un- 
favourably on  young  children.  Much  harm  is  also  done. to  the 
healthy  emotional  development  of  adolescent  children  when  they  ore 
subjected  to  ovdrcrowding  - especially  of  t?ho  type  known  as 
"moral  overcrowding". 

Regarding  the  sanitary  inspection  of  the  District,  I am  not 
altogether  satisfied  that  the  multifarious  duties  of  a sanitary 
inspector  can  be  adequately  carried  out  in  an  area  with  a population 
of  over  10,000  where  the  duties  of  surveyor  have  to  be  performed 
by  the  some  individual. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you 
all  for  the  kind  welcome  extended  to  me  on  my  commencing  duty  in 
Anglesey.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Clerk  and  Officers  of 
the  Council  for  their  friendly  co-operation.

The  age  and  sex  distribution  of  each  district  materially  affects 
the  death  and  birth  rates  and  to  counteract  this,  the  Registrar- 
General  has  issued  figures  for  .each  local  authority  area  known  as  the 
area  comparability  factors  for  the  purpose  of  adjusting  the  local 
death  and  birth  rates.  The  adjusted  rates  provide  figures  which  can 
be  more  equitably  compared  with  the  national  figures  and  with  the 
similarly  adjusted  figures  for  other  areas.

Tuberculosis . 

Eight  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year; 
six  of  these  were  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  one  was  glandular 
^Tuberculosis  and  the  remaining  case,  tuberculous  meningitis. 
Two  other  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  came  to  my  notice 
as  transfers  from  other  districts. 

There  were  5 deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  2 
deaths  due  to  tuberculosis  of  other  systems.

A total  of  186  records  of  vaccinations  performed  against 
smallpox  were  received  during  the  year. 


Vaccination  against  tuberculosis. 

B.C .G. Vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Chest  Physician  in 
collaboration  with  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff.  The 
scheme  provides  for  the  vaccination  of  new-born  infants  born  into 
tuberculous  households  and  of  tuberculin-negative  contacts  of 
known  cases.  During  1950,  sixteen  such  vaccinations  were  carried 
out  in  the  District.

purchase)  submission  and  approval  of  the  tenders.  All  these 
necessary  formalities  take  a considerable  time  to  settle*

Disinfection. 

Terminal  disinfection  is  carried  out  at  each  house  ,T,he.re 
a case  of  infectious  disease  has  been  notified.  Facilities 
for  steam  disinfection  of  bedding  are  available  at  Llangefni, 
but  no  transport  is  being  provided  by  the  Council  for  the 
conveyance  of  the  bedding  to  the  disinfection  station.  This 
facility  should  be  available.  In  the  case  of  death  from 
Tuberculosis  the  bedding  is  destroyed  and  compensation  is 
paid  by  the  Council. 


HOUSING. 

The  Council  erected  12  houses  in  1950.  There  are 
several  factors  hindering  rapid  progress,  namely,  the  lack 
of  pure  and  sufficient  water  supply,  the  difficulty  of  acquiring 
suitable  sites,  not  sufficient  contractors  available  interested 
in  Council  House  co istruction,  for  competitive  tendering.  To  cat 
for  17  parishes  in  one  year  with  the  available  labour  force  is 
impossible . 


The  Council  has  given  and  will  continue  to  give  constant 
attention  to  their  Housing  requirements. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


There  are  6 premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream 
and  one  Factory  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  Cream.  Samples  ore 
taken  during  the  Summer  and  the  results  are  satisfactory. 

290  lbs.  of  tinned  food  were  condemned  during  the  Year 
as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
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
